Dear Oliver: 

I was able to get to my NE silver pieces and have tried to take the measurements which you and Jack Howes requested. 
Recovery from my fall has been an unpleasant delay. I find that my NE shilling weighs 71.5 grains. Its horizontal diameter 
from the NE side is 1.141 inches and its vertical diameter from the NE side is 1.178 inches. You will convert the 
diameters to mm if that is more convenient. 

My NE 6 pence weighs 36.4 grains. Its NE is struck on a tilt and the vertical position is difficult to determine. The 
horizontal diameter on the NE side is ..881 inches more or less and the vertical diameter is either .872 or .890 depending 
on the way you determine what is vertical because the lower end of that part of the coin is irregular and not a smooth 
curve. My nice plastic calipers does not want to hold still.
